Scotland’s First Pipe Organ 


Is Now the Property of the Glasgow 
Corporation { 

The current appreciations of James 
Watt, inventor of the steam engine, | 
have not, so far as we have seen,} 
called forth any protest from the} 
Wee Frees, 

Yet Watt was responsible for the 
‘first pipe organ built in Scotland, and 
round it raged one of the fiercest | 
controversies in the history of the 
movement against instrumental mu- 
sic in the Scottish Caurch, 

The story of the organ, itself was 
ftold fully when thpainstridinent 


given a year ago to!.-eGlasgow Cor-) 
poration, It was built by Watt in his 
house in High strect in 1762, and in’ 
1807 found its way into St. Andrew's | 
church, Glasgow. On hearing that 
the organ was to be played during di- 
vine service, the Lord Provost of the 
day wrote to Dr Ritchie, minister of | 
the church, and an enthusiastic fidd- 
ler, “begging to know of him if such} 
was really the case,” and adding that, 
if so, he would consider it his duty} 
to enter a solemn protest against him 
and the congregation for all damages, 
which might be the consequence, Dr. 
Ritchie was also held personally res- 


which might possibly be occasioned} 
by the innovation he had ‘attempted; 
to introduce,” 

After being used for one Sunday, 
the organ was closed by command of 
the Presbytery; and then the floods 
of controversy were let loose. The 
“friends of music” were forcible, if 
not very polite, in a series of pamph- 
lets. Both sides, of course quoted 
Scripture freely; and in a Presbytery 
minute the writer of the pro-organ 
pamphlets was convicted of “culpable 
inaccuracy and a scandalous violation 
of the truth.” History, so far as we 
know, does not record what Watt 
thought of it all. 

The old organ is now the property 
of Glasgow Corporation and stands 
in the Central Hall of the Kelven- 
Grove Galleries,

removing seed from flax straw which

be kept straight, even and unbroken. 
In the operation of the new machine} 
the bundles of flax are opened and}

The profit resulting from growing 
gress seed was amply demonstrated 
ast summer at the Morden Experi- 
mental Station. Owing to pressure 
of work at haying time, and the rapid 
ripening of the crop, it was found 
necessary to cut a part of a field of 
Western Rye grass with the binder 
for seed purposes, The grass was cut 
somewhat on the green side, and be- 
ing immediately bound into sheaves, 
there was a minimum loss of moist- 
ure, With little loss of moitsure the 
straw mude excellent roughage, and 
Was readily eaten by the stock, Fror 
the 184% acres so handled, 6,700 
pounds of cleaned seed was secured. 
This was sold at 14¢ per pound, mak 
ing a total return of $798 or $59.11 
to the acre.

Signs Indicate That Land Values 
Will Double 


Great activity in farm lands in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
with the biggest demand that has 
been in evidence for several years, is 
reported, 

Farm lands are changing hands 
rapidly, but the purchasers are, for 
the most part, local men who know 
the land and have Ifad an opportun- 
ity during the summer to inspect it 
and to ascertain what it will pro- 
duce, One feature of the land move- 
ment is that fully 80 per cent. of 
the purchasers are men who will ac- 
tually farm the land themselves. 

During the last six months land 
values have advanced fully 20 per 
cent, continues the report. In the 
three prairie provinces the prevailing 
prices at which these properties are 
‘changing hands are from $50 to $60 
per acre for improved land, and from 
$30 to $35 per acre for unimproved 
tracts, with possibly a difference of 
$5 per acre for Manitoba lands, There 
will be an era of road building next 


year, and signs indicate that land 
values will double.

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Measuring the a 
Wind’s Velocity 


Invention Called “Hot Wire Anemo- 
meter” Is Very Simple 

For nearly 500 years the world 
pinned its faith to the straw for tell- 
ing about how the wind blows, but 
now there comes a good twentieth 
century American citizen, who, re- 
placing the straw with a bit of wire, 
is able to tell things about the wind 
that the straw never thought of 
showing, Dr. Kennelly’s invention 
has, of course, a technical name, and 
he has called it the “hot wire anemo- 
meter,” but it is really very simple, 
and is a device for telling how fast 
the air is moving. Simple as it is, 
it has been deemed of such value 
that the Franklin Society of Phila- 
delphia awarded to Dr, Kennelly a 
gold medal for his invention. There 
have been a number of instruments 
for measuring the velocity of — the 
wind. Of. the very ‘popular kinds, 
the toy pinwheel is an example, a 
bit of paper pinned into a four- 
pointed star, which revolves about 
its pin quite rapidly when the child 
holding it runs along. Made more 
accurately and attached to a record- 
ing device, the cup ancmometer is 
an instrument familiar to all who 
have become acquainted with any of 
the meteorological observatories. 
Dr. Kennelly’s ancmometer is mere- 
Ay a bit of copper wire which is kept 
heated by means of the current from 
a battery. When exposed to the 
wind it cools in radio to the speed 
of the wind. Delicate instruments 
measure the amount of current ne- 
cessary to maintain the wire at the 
required temperature, and the read- 
ings of these are readily transformed 
into feet.per minute of the air cur- 
rent,

Canada’s War:Balance 


Great Britain Is Now In Our Debt 
For $200,000,000 

An adjustinent of accounts between 
the Canadian and the British Goyern- 
ments resulting from the war is now 
in progress. 

The British Government has fin- 
anced Canadian operations on the 
other side, while the Canadian Govy- 
ernment has established imperial cre- 
dits here, The only credit now oper-

A New Source For Sugar in the 


Leaves of the Douglas Fir of 
British Columbia 


Passing in strangeness any botani- 
cal discovery made in recent times is 
that recently made of a new source 
for sugar in the leaves of the Douglas 
fir situated in certain confined por- 
tions of the dry belt of British Col- 
umbia. Though this sugar was gath- 
ered by the Indians for centuries, 
and the bears have long been break- 
ing down branches to feed upon it, 
the prenomenon seems to have es- 
caped the notice entirely of the carly 
missignaries and explorers and the 
surveyors who came fater, for no word 
of it is written in the chronicles of 
the province, and had the pioneers

The report of the facts relating to 
the phenomenon is made possible by 
the research of Prof. John Davidson,

Business of Supplying Seed Just 
About Carried Itself 

During the three years that 
Seed Purchasing Commission has 
been in operation $11,896,50.96 has 
been advanced by the Department of 
Finance for the purchase of seed sup- 
plies, and $11,903,437.76 has been re- 
funded, Besides, the commission has 
to its credit assets, including seed 
grain in store, valued at $37,888.85. 
The salaries and expenses of the ex- 
perienced seed branch officers, com- 
prising the staff of the commission, 
were not charged against the cost of 
the seed, The order-in-council which 
established the Seed Purchasing Com- 
mission directed that the seed sup- 
plies should be purchased, stored, 
cleaned, sacked where necessary, and 
sold at the net cost as nearly as might 
be determined. 

From the above statement it will 
be seen that the business of supplying 
seed through the Seed Purchasing

self, This is as it should be. The 
business of the commission includes 
the purchase and sale of seed wheat, 
oats, barley, rye, corn, peas and 
beans, subject always to inspection

Inspection was ad- 
ministered by the seed inspection di- 
vision of the seed branch, Every car 
lot of seed purchased or sold was ex- 
amined by seed inspectors, and sam- 
ples were submitted for tests as to 
purity and germination by the Do- 
minion Seed Laboratories at Ottawa, 
Winnipeg or Calgary. Delivery con- 
sisted of bill of lading, licensed 
weighman’s certificate, seed certificate 
and sight draft.
